My tenure hasn’t been without shortcomings, timeliness of each 
issue being the most obvious. I hope that my successor will enjoy greater success in delivering a high-quality, timely 
product. Most of all, I hope you will join me in welcoming and supporting Kathleen Sonntag as the new editor. She 
begins her duties with the January/February issue already in progress. I hope that you will also take time to send 
Erica Bjerning, our longtime art director a note of thanks for her years of service. Erica is also moving on to other 
projects and leaves a beautiful legacy of contemporary designs that stand out as the best in AIS history.

We are facilitators rather than 
creators. (...) But most of all, we are dreamers and gamblers, for you can never be 
certain of anything until that bud unfurls.”

Was a 

During 
WWII he was a member of the U. S. Army Air Corps 
and flew over 34 missions based out of London, England. 
Noted for his love of flowers, especially irises, he was a 
well-known hybridizer in AIS Region 22 and the Society 
for Louisiana Irises. He introduced three Tall Bearded irises 
and over 30 Louisiana irises. His awards included 15 HMs, 
five AMs, and three Mary Swords Debaillon Medals. 

As AIS President, I was able to inform June of M.D.’s 
2013 Debaillon Medal award for ‘James Faith’, named for 
his brother and son. June said, “It’s the best news I have 
heard for some time now. He would be so proud.” His 
other two were for ‘Henry Rowlan’ (2002) in 2009 and 
“Му Friend Dick’ (Richard Butler by M. D. Faith, 2000) 
in 2007. He also was awarded the Marie Caillet Award 
and the Betty Emmons Memorial Service Award. 

He was preceded in death by his parents and a brother 
James Alec Faith. He is survived by wife June Marie 
Hubach Faith; son Marvin James Faith of Charlotte, NC; 
daughter Elizabeth Ann Faith Howell (Gary) of Tyler, 
TX; five grandchildren and four great-grandchildren. 
A friendly person with an engaging smile, M.D. was a 
gentleman who will be missed by all who knew him. 


Richard Morgan (1920 - 2013) 

Robert Treadway reported that a major era in Louisiana 
iris hybridizing in Arkansas ended with the death of 
Richard Morgan, 93, on August 9, 2013. He was the last 
living Arkansas hybridizer that had worked in the Frank 
Chowning tradition of producing cold hardy Louisiana 
irises by including Iris fulva species native to Arkansas 
and existing Chowning 
hybrids in his 
hybridizing program. 

Richard was 
born in Little Rock on 
February 19, 1920. He 
served in the U.S. Army 
as a radio operator 
during the bombing of 
Pearl Harbor beginning 
WWII. After discharge 
from the Army he 
returned to Arkansas 
and worked as a 


carpenter with Carpenter’s Local 690 until his retirement. 
He and his first wife, O'Dean Stroud Rouse, married in 
1948 and ran Baseline Iris Garden from their home for many 
years. They were married for 36 years until O’Dean died 
in 1984. He married his second wife, Sarah Davis, in 1987 
and moved to Hot Springs, living there until she passed in 
2001. He then moved to Greenbrier to be close to his son 
Richard’s family. His last few years were in the wonderful 
care of Greenbrier Nursing & Rehab and Hospice. 

Morgan joined the American Iris Society in 1952 
and was a founding member of the Central Arkansas Iris 
Society in Region 22, which was formed in 1959 in Little 
Rock. He was president of CAIS for four terms. He was 
appointed an AIS Exhibition Judge in 1960 and was a 
retired master judge. He was active in the Hot Springs 
Iris Society after moving there. 

Morgan had tried hybridizing various classes of irises 
including spurias, but it was his connection with Frank 
Chowning that led him to his success with Louisiana irises of 
which he registered 48. Richard produced some exceptional 
Louisiana irises through the years and won 10 HMs, three 
Awards of Merit and the Mary Swords DeBaillon Medal for 
‘Night Thunder’ (2001) in 2010. While living in Hot Springs, 
Richard became interested in miniature tall bearded irises 
and introduced four of them via Redbud Lane including 
‘Cadron’ (2002), which was in bloom in Dell Perry’s Garden 
on the AIS and SLI Tours this spring in Dallas. 

Richard was rather resourceful in finding names for 
his creations. Some he took straight from geographic 
locations in the surrounding areas, but many of the 
odd names came from thoroughbred horses running at 
Oaklawn Park in Hot Springs. 

Preceded in death by his parents Hal and Ada 
Morgan, his wife Audrey O’Dean Morgan, wife Sarah 
Davis Morgan, and his brother, James C. Morgan; he is 
survived by his son Richard (Johanna), one grandson 
Matt (Brook), and one great-grandson, James. Richard 
was truly a southern gentleman, always eager to share 
irises and a story or two. He has left behind a great legacy 
of irises for us to continue to grow and enjoy. 


James Lewis Ennenga (1923 - 2013) 

Jim Ennenga, 90, of Knoxville, TN, in Region 7, 
died peacefully at home August 2, 2013. Formerly of 
Omaha, NE, Region 21, Jim’s family was at his side 
when he passed. He was born April 4, 1923 in Lennox, 
SD, grew up in Rapid City and graduated from the South 
Dakota School of Mines with a BS in Civil Engineering. 
He received his MS from the University of Nebraska- 
Omaha. He served in the U.S. Navy from 1944 to 1946 
and was part of the liberation of the Philippine Islands. 


After the war he married Mary Ruth Sherrel on 
June 20, 1948 in Gary, IN. Jim and Ruth raised five 
daughters in Omaha where Jim worked at a long career 
with the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. He retired in 
1978 as a Professional Engineer and taught Construction 
Management at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
retiring as an Associate Professor, Emeritus in 1988. After 
his retirement, he and Ruth moved to Knoxville, TN. 

Ennenga was one of those rare individuals (more 
common in the iris society) who pack more interests and 
living into life than most people. He was a Master Mason 
for seventy years. He was a rock hound, lapidarian, and 
master silversmith and goldsmith who crafted stunning 
original pieces of jewelry. Jim was an Eagle Scout and 
mentored many young men in their own pursuit of this 
award. And we know of his avid interest in gardening and 
iris hybridizing. The first iris he registered and introduced 
was for Lucille Kavan, an SDB ‘Quilting Party’ (1977) and 
it won an HM in 1979. He explored crosses in a variety of 
iris classes with his E71 series of Siberians resulting in eight 
introductions and three HMs for ‘Heather Ann’ (1983) in 
1985; “Raspberry Punch’ (1988) in 1990; and ‘Sail-Plane’ 
(1983) in 1986. His BB ‘Angel Echo’ (1988) won an HM 
in 1990. ‘Ruthie Girl’ (1993), a TB, was named for his wife; 
four SDBs were named for granddaughters; and a “flattie” 
TB ‘Nettie Leonetti’ (2009) was named for his deceased 
daughter. He’s probably best known for ‘Oxmoor Hills’ 
(2004), an everblooming TB that performs well throughout 
the country. 

Jim Ennenga was an AIS judge and a member of the 
Omaha and Eastern Tennessee Iris Societies. He also was 
an accomplished vintner and named one of his Siberians 
‘River City Wine’ (1988). Known to many as “Apple 
Jim,” he collected apple parers, kept bees for over thirty 
years, was a gunsmith and lifetime NRA member. 

Surviving are his wife, Ruth, with whom he 
celebrated 65 years of marriage in June; daughters 
Mary (Larry) Richling of Omaha; Wilma (aka Winnie) 
Ennenga of Flagstaff, AZ; Susan (Randy) Haskell of 
Columbus, NE; and Diana Jeanne Thraen of Knoxville, 
TN; five grandchildren and two great-grandsons. He was 
preceded in death by his parents, brothers Benjamin and 
Benard Arthur Ennenga, his daughter Nettie Leonetti, 
and granddaughter Heather Richling. 


Clarence Mahan 

As we went to publication, we learned of the passing of 
Clarence Mahan, former AIS President. Clarence introduced 
28 irises, including award-winning MTBs like ‘Reminiscence’ 
(1994) and ‘Petit Louvois’ (2006). A full obituary will appear

X In Your Backyard

Many years ago when I began collecting and growing irises for 
show, I was drawn to the miniature tall bearded irises because they 
looked old-fashioned. I didn’t know at the time that I could buy 
historic varieties, and then I was given ‘Wabash’ (Williamson, 1936) 
as a gift. Its smooth form, bold colors, and interesting reticulation 
pattern were absolutely stunning. Around this time, friends from 
the Wisconsin Iris Society (Region 8) informed me that the Historic 
Iris Preservation Society (HIPS) website was selling historic irises. 
A whole new world opened up for me after browsing their site, and 
it felt like I was finally home. My plan was to continue growing 
modern irises, but I would add some historic ones to my garden 
as an aside. However, the more I saw of them, my passion grew 
and soon my garden was bursting with historic tall bearded iris. As 
my collection expanded and new beds added, many of my modern 
irises were replaced with historic ones. 

What’s my favorite iris? It seems that I should be able to come up 
with an answer, but I just can’t. Could it be Gudrun (Dykes, 1931), 
Grandma's Hat’ (Mahood, 1957) or ‘Maytime’ (Whiting, 1947)? 
My answers to these questions change day to day, and sometimes 
even hour to hour during blooming. I’m often the most attracted to 
one that I don’t yet have, and this passion for undiscovered beauty 
keeps me on the hunt. The joy of finding another historic iris brings 
me great satisfaction, knowing it is still around and that I will have 
the opportunity to share it with others. Some of my special irises in 
my collection would include *Anitr'a (Sass, 1936), with its soft pale 
blue body and graceful form. This iris was common in the 1930s. 
With its smooth lines, void of ruffles, it gives me a sense of peace and 
serenity and looking at ‘Anitra’ always makes me sigh. In contrast the 
amoena, ‘Geomor? (Perry, 1903) is another special iris in my garden. 
While relatively small, this perky little thing is kind of staunch, with 
jutting styles, bold reticulations, and a hefty stalk. ‘Celeste’ (Lémon, 
1855) has loose, open form and its azure color fades after a day, but a 
clump in bloom is reminiscent of a flurry of blue butterflies in flight! 
They’re all beautiful in their own rite. 

Working with historic irises gives me a sense of connectedness 
to a hybridizer when I think about the number of rhizomes that 
may have been produced from one seedling over 100 years ago. Oh, 
those wild and crazy hybridizers of yesteryear, making unheard 
of crosses to develop new and unusual irises. William J. Caparne 
even built a greenhouse so his tall bearded iris would bloom at the 


same time as the dwarfs so he could cross them 
to produce an iris that would bloom between 
the dwarfs and the tall beardeds, and it worked. 

My own garden is laid out by age, and when 
it blooms I can see trends of the era in color and 
form, even trends that seem to mimic the fashions 
of the day. Growing historic irises is not just 
about growing lovely flowers. There is much to 
learn about the hybridizers, the breakthroughs 
of various colors, sizes, bloom times and so 
on. These old hybridizers also had so little real 
science to work with other than communicating 
with each other, experimentation, trial and error, 
and sheer determination. 

My friends and fellow irisarians, the 
members of HIPS, are very like-minded. 
We feel that saving the living heritage of iris 
hybridizing is well worth the effort. I hope 
you'll join us. %

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CULTURALLY SPEAKING 


Transplanting and Replanting Irises

Across the continent, the season for transplanting irises spans almost half the year. In the warmest 
parts of the country, irisarians start moving and splitting their prized varieties as early as June, while 
northerners get started around the Fourth of July. Northern iris lovers cease their annual ritual by 
September, while their southern counterparts dig on into November or until winter rains start. 
Regardless of the season or month, there’s never a bad time to cover the basic techniques for getting 
irises of all kinds off to a healthy, vigorous start. We asked three seasoned iris gardeners to offer a 
shovelful of advice on how to successful transplant and replant. 


STEVE POOLE, ILLINOIS 


I am often asked when the best time to transplant bearded irises is. If I want to be flippant, I respond by answering, 
“just about any time of the year.” Irises are tough, and here in Southern IIlinois it’s true—irises can be moved from 
March through October. Peak tall bearded bloom for me is normally early to mid-May. It’s during bloom season 
that the garden is full of visitors. When the flowers are gone, so are the visitors. It seems that the beginners want to 
walk away with a clump of iris in bloom just like they would if they went to a garden center and took home pots 
of blooming plants. I am always willing to accommodate my guests and send them home happily bearing seedlings 
destined for the discard pile. Those discards survive, of course. For the more serious iris enthusiast, I stress three 
things—proper soil preparation well in advance of transplanting, transplanting at a time appropriate to your area, and 
post-transplant care for the first eight to 10 months.

Bed preparation—I begin new bed preparation in 
June, cultivating and keeping the bed weed-free all 
summer until transplant time arrives. The addition 
of a little phosphate, potash, and agricultural lime is 
all our soils need. 


Transplanting— Ideal transplant time in southern 
Illinois comes between mid-August and mid- 
September after the plants enter summer 
dormancy and the rhizomes are fully mature. 
When transplanting, I mix five-gallon buckets of 
any good soluble fertilizer and completely fill the 
holes where the irises are planted. Now here is 
the trick. While the hole still has plenty of water, 
I place the rhizome in the hole with the top of 
the rhizome about one inch below the soil line. 
The hole should be large enough not to cramp the 
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roots. The hole is backfilled with fine, lump-free 
soil. I have found that this method accomplishes 
two things. First, it delivers a nutrient starter 
solution through the soil profile, and second, it 
eliminates air pockets underneath the rhizome. 
After transplanting, the beds are mulched with 
six to ten inches of wheat straw. I leave a four 
to six-inch, mulch-free zone around each plant. 
Mother Nature then does the rest, except for the 
occasional weed that needs purged. The plants are 
not watered or fertilized again. 


This technique works well for a sunny, 
well-drained location. Wetter, shadier locations 
would require modification of this technique. The 
mulch is not removed in the spring as it functions 
for weed control. 


LYN WILSON, KANSAS 


I suppose almost every iris lover has advice for how to make your clumps perform and shine for their close- 
ups. I think it starts when they are planted. I soak the bottom of the new rhizome and its roots in a quarter- 
strength solution of root stimulator for about an hour before planting. I also water the newly planted rhizomes 


with that same solution about a week after planting. 


e  Fertilizing—l use alfalfa pellets mixed into the soil when 
I plant. If you need fertilizer, mix it into soil, placing it 
in the bottom of the hole. Personally, I love compost— 
homemade or purchased—and mix it in before planting. 


e Watering 一 Irises are a hardy perennial, but do 
appreciate the same amount of water as other sun-loving 
perennials. То get them settled, I water weekly for the 
first month after planting. Keep the weeds out during 
this time by using a preemergent herbicide if needed.

e Mulch—I suggest using mulch as needed, based оп 
your growing conditions. I try to mulch around the 
crown of the plant, leaving the tops of the rhizomes 
exposed to the sun, which discourages rot and other 
diseases. Never cover the rhizomes with mulch! 


But the best advice I have for growing wonderful 
irises—join your local iris club. If there isn’t one, attend 
your regional meetings. Irisarians are always glad to 
share information! 


When we receive irises, they can be ina variety of conditions depending on the source. No matter the source, you 
do not want to bring in diseases, insects, or weeds from someone else’s garden. Open your package immediately upon 
receipt or you might end up with moldy rhizomes on top of anything else that might be in the box. If the rhizomes 
do not look well cleaned, soak and rinse them in a 10% bleach solution. After cleaning them, rinse and dry. If they 
look clean, make a 5% bleach solution, rinse and dry, just for precaution. 


e Soil—The soil you plant your new acquisitions in 
is important. For starters, remember these are irises 
and they are very hardy with a few exceptions. I 
like to give new plants a little boost. I use Bloom 
Booster (10-52-10) flower food from Scotts Miracle 
Gro®. I mix a weak solution of one teaspoon per 
gallon and use it as a shock treatment when I first 
plant. I like sand added to my soil along with lots 
of aged compost and organic matter (in my garden, 
the remains of old mulch or aged, shredded oak 
leaves). Because we have very acidic soils in the 
Mid-Atlantic, I add lots of lime every year. 


e Mulch—Mulching has often been touted as the 
worst thing you can do to irises. I like to think that 
overwhelming them with weeds is probably worse 
since weeds steal food from your irises. Adding 
lime before mulching helps raise the pH so that soft 
rot bacteria (Erwinia carotovora) fail to thrive. I 
add lime and mulch away. 


If you do not have available planting space, pot 
your irises and place them in partial shade until you are 
ready to plant them. Adding the aforementioned shock 
treatment to the pot is fine, or you can use a mixture 
of potting mix and local soil for potting. Regardless, 
get them in soil. The larger irises can probably stand 
being out of soil for awhile, and while they might look 
horrible, they usually recover. Still, it's better to not 
take a chance on that new introduction. %

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An lris Lover: 
Jennifer Dreyer 


American expatriate nursery owner Jennifer Dreyer 
shares her thoughts on starting an iris greenhouse in 
Germany and the future of iris societies. 


Q: What should readers know about Jennifer 
Dreyer, purveyor of Iris4U Greenhouse? 


My dad (Bob Van Liere) started selling irises to the 
public in 1994. I know he first grew irises at a different 
location, but I didn’t really pay much attention to it since I 
was in Los Angeles at university. In 1995 I went to Korea 
to teach English, came back in 1997, and then moved to 
Germany right after Christmas. In 1998 I flew back for the 
summer to spend time with my parents and that was really 
my start in the iris business and the world of irises. It was 
always my little joke to say I was “home” for the summer 
and that this was my summer job—taking iris orders by 
hand and helping mom and dad. We began a transition to 
digital in 2008. We didn’t have a proper online shop and sull 
had to do many things manually, but we could at least write 
up orders with Quickbooks and inventory was adjusted 
accordingly. I am actually a very big part of Iris4u Garden, 
though Iris4u Garden is synonymous with “Iris Bob,” 
even though it is a family business. My part is marketing, 
advertising, managing content for the website, inventory, 
logistics, reporting, etc. April-July is a very stressful time for 
me because I juggle three jobs (Iris&u Garden, Greenhouse 
and teaching). Come August I'm wiped. 


Q: How did your Colorado iris "summer job" 


translate into a German iris nursery? 


In 2009, my in-laws sold their house to downsize and 
moved into an apartment. By this time their iris collection 
had grown to a fairly good size, mostly due to the number 
of plants I brought back to Germany from trips home to 
Denver. I felt horrible about leaving all those irises there with 
the house and new owners—who knew if they would rip 
everything out, not knowing what they were throwing away. 
An old school friend of my husband's had a landscaping 
business and occasionally did yard work for my in-laws 
and was also fascinated by our irises. He had just bought 
something like 30 acres of land with greenhouses on it for 
his expanding bamboo business and offered us space there 
until we decided what we wanted to do with them. And by 
default, that’s how Iris4u Greenhouse came into being. 

I really had no intention of starting a business selling 
and growing irises in Germany—it just kind of happened. 
When I started to get serious about it all (i.e. applied for 
a commercial license, researched prices of other growers, 
looked at who my competitors were), I realized that the 
market is huge for tall bearded irises here. The growing 
conditions are not exactly optimal because of the amount 
of rain and number of cloudy days, but there aren't too 
many sources where you can buy newer varieties. 


Q: How's business? 


Iris4u Greenhouse is still in its early phases, and 
we've got a few growing pains to go through, but I 
think we are starting to define more clearly who we 
are and what we want to offer. In the beginning it 
was tall bearded irises, 1n. general. Our thinking— 
offer a big variety of colors and people will go crazy, 
but offer lots of variety and people will be wowed! 
Not so. Germans are very conservative, the northern 
Germans more than other regions. Germans have 
Physalis, bleeding hearts, lilies, delphinium, phlox, 
and a host of staple flowers in their gardens—why 
change a winning team? The places where you can 
order irises all carry older varieties. There's nothing 
bad with old, and by that I mean varieties that were 
introduced in the mid 1990's and older. But I want to 
give us an edge, offering exclusive and newer varieties 
that haven't made their way over to Europe because it 
was either too expensive or there was no real platform 
for it. I would like to provide that platform. Perhaps 
that means reducing the number of varieties we offer 
and focusing on those must-have gems. I think envy 
is a potent advantage—where can gardeners find that 
flower that nobody has? In general, tall bearded irises 
are a niche product. Offering newer varieties 1s like 
offering luxury products to the selected few. 


Q: Are you involved with the iris society 
in Germany? 


No. Ithink it’s called Gesellschaft der Staudenfreunde 
(Society of Perennial Friends), and I don’t have any 
contact with anyone in that group. That’s okay, too. 
Germans place a lot of emphasis on qualification and 
education. If you don’t have a piece of paper stating 
that you learned or studied a particular field, you’re not 
qualified to do it. Since I don't have any formal education 
or training with horticulture, I think they wouldn't take 
me seriously. Saying that, I haven't approached them 
either. To be honest, bm not into clubs. I get more out 
of magazines like GrowerTalks or even Tall Talk than I 
would of going to iris meetings. I know that's horrible 
to admit. I’m completely out of water when sitting with 
iris aficionados. T've never been to Schreiner's Garden or 
Mid-America, never met Paul Black, etc. Thats why I 
have Iris Bob! He likes that kind of stuff, and he’s good 
at it. Hybridizing is his hobby and passion. My passion 
is seeing how a great product makes people happy when 
they come back year after year to tell you how wonderful 
their irises are. 
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Q: What role do you see for iris societies in the 
future, particularly in areas of the world where 
there popularity is latent? 


The question addresses a very complex issue, because 
a lot of it is connected to culture. In general, social media 
and the Internet are replacing the role and importance 
of traditional garden clubs and societies in the U.S. If I 
have a gardening question or am looking for chemical- 
free solutions, I go online and do a bit of research. There 
are gardening forums galore nowadays. Facebook is 
also changing how growers in America do business. Via 
Facebook an iris hybridzer can post a potential seedling 
with names and conduct a poll to dwindle down the 
options. What are other people doing in the industry? 
What are the new trends? Just go online and find out. 

Saying that, Germans have a very different relationship 
with the Internet and social media platforms like Facebook 
or Twitter. There’s a lot of mistrust about how much 
private information is floating around in cyberspace. When 
you look at the social demographics of those who utilize 
such platforms, they are teenagers or young adults who 
don’t think about “big brother” and don’t have a problem 
posting “I’m eating pancakes for dinner.” They also don’t 
have the time or money for a house or garden. If they have a 
flat with a balcony, do they bother to fill those flower boxes 
with flowers? Since irises are not the best plants for pots, 
that excludes a big portion of German society as potential 
customers, gardeners or members of gardening clubs. 

Those homeowners who do have a garden or yard 
are either more senior generations (who are maybe only 
occasionally own a computer) or young adults and families 
who have moved away from the city because that’s all that’s 
affordable or to get away from the hustle and bustle. This 
means back to the basics—no electrosmog, no smartphones, 
and no social media. City dwellers tend to embrace modern 
technology a bit more, while suburbia seems to move away 
from it. There is a big movement developing to live more 
sustainable and organic and alongside living chemical- 
free are those fundamental questions like whether or not 
the Internet really does improve quality of life. That said 
(because I know I’m contradicting myself a bit), there 
are workshops offered by local organic farms on how 
to grow your own herbs or veggies. However garden 
clubs or societies, particularly those with a floral focus 
are nonexistent or, as you called it, latent. Those that do 
exist suffer from the same dilemma clubs and societies are 
experiencing in the U.S.—members are predominately 
older and younger generations have little time or interest 
to join up with “sticks-in-the-mud” who’ve done things a 
certain way for 50 years and have no interest in changing. 
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Q: Where do you personally fit into this world view? 

If I take away our greenhouse factor where I have a 
chance to play with dirt, then I fall into the category of no 
garden-no need to be part of a club. I live in an apartment, 
have “bigger” flower boxes filled with a mix of perennials 
and annuals, so I get my fix for playing in the dirt, in 
addition to the greenhouse. But since I began operating 
and tending two greenhouses, I don’t feel compelled to 
join a group or society here, mostly because I don’t want 
to compete with “sticks-in-the-mud” or those who have 
studied every botanical aspect of an iris. I get excited when 
I see irises bloom and see the look on customers’ faces. I 
can distinguish a pretty iris from an ugly iris (the saying 
that there is no such thing as an ugly flower doesn’t work 
with me). I know what irises like to eat and what likes to 
eat them (too well actually), and I want people to have 
more contact with this great plant. That’s it—simple.

Our Favorite Water Irises 


BY JOHN AND GALEN CARTER, UNITED KINGDOM 


U.K.-based plant collectors and irisarians John and Galen Carter 


expound on their passion for water irises. 


When we were invited to write this article for the 
AIS, we were very delighted but also sad, because we 
have just closed our nursery due to ill health and old 
age. For thirty years we have been raising and growing 
irises and hold the National Collection of Water Irises 
(including Iris fulva, I. laevigata, I. pseudacorus, I. 
versicolor and 1. virginica) for Plant Heritage, the 
National Council for the Conservation of Plants and 
Gardens. We will still maintain and display the collection, 
although we will no longer be selling any plants. 

When you grow over а hundred and twenty different 
iris varieties, it is very difficult to choose only nine, as 
requested. After much discussion and argument, we 


have chosen the following for their suitability in garden 
ponds, hardiness and flowering reliability. 

One of our problems has been that we really only 
know the U.K. market, and some of the lovely American 
irises find our climate a challenge. They all grow 
wonderfully. But in the southwest of England where we 
garden, they don’t flower every year so we feel it would 
be unkind to judge them on their performance with us. 

First, the laevigatas, one of the two species that 
everyone here knows about. “The iris that comes 
from Japan,” as it’s colloquially known, has been in 
cultivation in the U.K. since the beginning of the 
last century.

Often sold as ‘Snowdrift’, 'Shirasagi' is still one of the best irises around. With a beautiful shape and vigorous clumps, it is easily 


one of the most sought after water irises. Some years ago we were given this white, six-fall cultivar from Japan by Mr. Watanabe. 


Growing 'Shirasagi' and ‘Snowdrift’ together, we couldn't see any difference between them, which is interesting in view of the rules 


for naming plants. 'Shirasagi' is also purportedly identical to 'Yaguruma' (ca. 1910), as indicated in its registration with AIS by Clarence 


Mahan in 1992. 
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‘Rowden Starlight’ 
(Carter, 2005) 

She is а real show 
stopper! Grown from seed 
obtained from the British 
Iris Society, we do not know 
her parentage (and with such 
looks, 'Rowden Starlight 
is surely a 'she). But from 
her first flower in 2002, 
she has wowed onlookers. 
A reliable performer in 
gardens throughout the U.K. 
and Europe, her large and 
striking flowers sport very 
tall standards. 


Iris pseudacorus var. bastardii (Spach and Dykes) syn. ‘Sulphur Queen’ (NR) 


Known also by the name ‘Sulphur Queen’, this gorgeous primrose yellow flower will enhance any setting as a beautiful foil to the 
blues and purples other water irises. The foliage is also more glaucous than that of the species. In the U.K., there is only one other 
pale yellow flag in commerce, our own ‘Rowden Brimstone’ (Carter, NR), with more lemony coloring and curling, diamond-shaped 
falls. Lacking manners, it is definitely a walkabout plant and likes to take over the pond. Nevertheless, we love it dearly and are 


registering it this year with the AIS. 
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‘Regal Surprise’ (Ellis, 1988) 

This lovely hybrid between l. pseudacorus and I. versicolor was 
given to us by Mrs. Anne Blanco-White of the British Iris Society 
in 1995. It was registered by Jack Ellis in 1988. Its deep amethyst 
falls and brilliant yellow signal always attract attention. It is a very 
reliable and floriferous plant that seems to be impervious to the 
extremes of weather. Always one of the earliest to flower, it flowers 


continuously for many weeks, making a really good garden plant. 


‘Weymouth Midnight’ (Bennett/Russell, 1996) 

Selected by Norman Bennett of the famous Bennett’s Water 
Gardens at Chickerell in Dorset, UK in 1985, and subsequently 
registered with AIS in 1996, ‘Weymouth Midnight’ is a very 
beautiful six-fall variety with deep blue petals and white signals. 
Originally sold as / laevigata ‘Midnight’, it was registered with 
the prefix Weymouth. We acquired a plant in 1986 from Norman, 
but since then we have come across a number of lookalikes 
from different sources. It seems that a double dark blue occurs 
quite often. ‘Dorothy Robinson’ (Robinson, NR) is one such in 
the U.K., selected by Peter Robinson of the London Aquatic 
Company in 1983 and named after his mother. Sometimes this 
iris is incorrectly sold as ‘Dorothy’. We found a double dark blue 
in our nursery in a large patch of seedlings and called it ‘Rowden 
Meteor’. Unfortunately the very cold winter of 2011-12 killed it, 
which was disappointing. It wasn’t registered. We believe there is 
an American version called ‘Royal Cartwheel’ (Reid, 1981), which 
from the photos we have seen looks to be identical to ‘Weymouth 
Midnight’. ‘Violet Parasol’ (Hager, 1978) and ‘Flore-Pleno’ are of 
course slightly different tones of blue. 

Now I. pseudacorus, the other species that everyone wants. 
Most are far too thuggish for the average pond, but / pseudacorus 


var. bastardii is quite behaved. 
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‘Richard Greaney’ (Carter, 1991) 

This beautiful sky blue sport appeared in our 
nursery in 1989, the year our first grandson was born. 
Bearing his name, these single three-falled flowers 
sport unique coloring, hold up in rain and direct sun, 
and are quite hardy. It looks glorious planted among /. 


laevigata ‘Variegata’. 


Now we come to the beloved American irises. 


We adore I. versicolor and I. virginica and find the 
former really wonderful for small ponds. Sadly, 
they are not well known in the U.K., and now that 
we have given up the nursery, there are very few 
outlets where people can acquire them. We have 
bred and selected over thirty cultivars. 


Iris versicolor ‘Kermesina’ (ca. 1901, N.R.) 

Oh the beautiful ‘Kermesina’. The first mention of this 
wonderful iris is in 1901 and as far as we know it has never 
been registered. We have found that "reds" in this species 
are few and far between, though highly sought after. We 
have produced seven ourselves, and 'Rowden Waltz' (Carter, 
2001) and 'Rowden Anthem' (Carter, R. 2012) are proving to 
be large-flowered, deep reds in color and reliable growers. 
Unfortunately, neither are quite as striking as ‘Kermesina’ 
with its very white signal. In the trade, 'Kermesina' is readily 
available but not always true to color. Many English producers 
raise it from seed and the results can be truly shocking. We 
once needed some extra plants for an order and bought in 
some from a reputable supplier. Luckily they flowered before 
we sent them out. Despite their smart color labels, they all 
turned out to be a very motley collection of mauves and blues, 


with no sign of that amazing deep claret color. 


Iris versicolor ‘Between the Lines’ (Schaefer/Sacks, 1991) 

What a winner this is. Over here it is the only white or 
near white l. versicolor available. Interestingly, long before we 
acquired our first plant of ‘Between the Lines’, which we were 
given by the late Greg Speichert, a seedling appeared here 
that looks virtually identical. We named it ‘Rowden Madrigal’ 
(R. 2002). Although very beautiful, it has none of the vigor of 
‘Between the Lines’ and needs a lot of TLC. We have never 


sold it and only keep it out of sentiment. 


1.15 versicolor ‘Rowden Cadenza’ (Carter, 2001) 

Here we make no apologies for blowing our own trumpet. 
‘Rowden Cadenza’ was selected from a batch of seedlings back 
in 2001. From the start, it was a stunner and has proved to be 
a nurseryman's dream-—striking flowers grace the garden for six 
weeks or more in all weather. Glaucous foliage really sets off 
these fantastic blooms. A top favorite of many clients, it recovers 
quickly from division. We believe there is one in the U.S.A. of 
similar coloring called ‘Mint Fresh’ (Warburton, 1983). We have 
never been able to obtain one to compare to, but would welcome 


comments on their similarities or differences. 


These are just a few of our favorite irises. We could go on and on as there are so many that appeal. Though the 
interest and availability in water irises in the U.K. is limited in comparison to the U.S., we have noticed that the public 
are becoming increasingly aware of these wonderful plants, their hardiness and color range. We hope they will only 


continue to grow in popularity. %

The year 2013 marked my 41st year voting the AIS 
ballot. I became an AIS judge while still a teenager, the 
youngest judge in America at the time. I have kepta copy 
of every AIS ballot and find it fascinating to look at my 
choices over time. I prepared a spreadsheet of the Dykes 
and other major awards and medals I voted for these past 
41 years (one of those *winter projects" when it was too 
cold to get outside and do any real gardening). Perusing 
that list brings back some fond memories. 

I have voted for the eventual Dykes winner only 
20% of the time—eight varieties the year they actually 
won the Dykes. My early judges’ training imprinted 
me to look at the full spectrum of eligibility, and 
I have always attempted to grow a representative 
collection from each of the iris classifications that can 
be successfully grown in central Oklahoma. To some, 
my voting strategy might be “liberal,” but worse things 
have been said about me over the years, so Pm not 
sweating it. 

Although I have voted for a tall bearded more than 
half the time (23 of 41 ballots), I have also voted for a 
spuria (Archie Owen’ (Hager, 1970)); a Louisiana (“Ann 
Chowning’ (Chowning, 1977), 3 times); a Siberian 
(‘Strawberry Fair’ (Hollingworth, 1994)); three SDBs 
(‘Cotton Blossom’ (Jones, 1970), my ‘Serenity Prayer’ 
(1989), 3 times, and ‘Bluebeard’s Ghost’ (Black, 2006)); 
an MTB (‘Dividing Line’ (Bunnell, 2005)); a couple of 
BBs (‘Brown Lasso’ (Buckles-Niswonger, 1975) and 
‘Pink Bubbles’ (Hager, 1980), 3 times); and two IBs 
(“Hellcat (J.T. Aitken, 1983), 2 times, and ‘Starwoman’ 
(Marky Smith, 1998)). 
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The Dykes 
_ That Got Away

The dominance of tall bearded Dykes Medal winners 
is unique to AIS. In Great Britain, the BIS Dykes has been 
won by Siberians, intermediates, and even Pacific Coast 
Natives. In Australia, at the pinnacle of John Taylor’s 
Louisiana iris breeding program, he won the Australasian 
Dykes nearly 50% of the time with his creations. 

This article recognizes some of those special 
varieties that, in my opinion, for whatever reason, 
escaped the ultimate prize. In many cases, especially 
in the TBs, I didn’t vote for them. But in hindsight, I 
feel these were worthy. 


Tall Beardeds (pre-1970) 

These were before my ballot-casting days, but I have 
grown these and find them most worthy, having stood 
the test of time. In some cases (such as with ‘Emma 
Cook' (Cook, 1959), for instance), it perhaps would 
have been more appropriate for them to win the AIS 
Board of Directors Award for hybridizing achievement 
and importance in the evolution of the genus J7is. 
Unfortunately, the AIS Board has discontinued this 
honorary award. 

With each variety, I will list the hybridizer, the year 
introduced, and the highest award it attained in the AIS 
awards system. 


1. ‘Snow Flurry’ (Clara Rees, 1939; AM 1941): To look 
at it today, it’s hard to believe this one iris led a revolution 
in irises with the addition of ruffling. If a cultivar today 
has heavy ruffling, chances are its lineage can be traced 
back to ‘Snow Flurry’. 


2. ‘Ballerina’ (Dave Hall, 1951; AM 1953): The Chicagoland area 
became famous as a hub for breakthrough breeding programs from 
hybridizers such as David Hall, Orville Fay, and Nate Rudolph. 
Dave Hall was renowned for his work in developing “flamingo 
pinks”, and they received excellent distribution and publicity 

from his introducer, Cooley’s Gardens (Oregon). ‘Ballerina’ was a 
child of the Dykes Medalist ‘Cherie’ (Hall, 1948), from this same 
line of breeding. For me, ‘Ballerina’ was the better performer. 
When you see those voluptuous, heavily ruffled pinks from Joe 

Ghio today, in most cases their heritage hearkens to Hall’s work. 

3. ‘Emma Cook’ (Paul Cook, 1959; AM 1961): The “Emma 
Cook” pattern is well represented today, with a light base 
color with a narrow rim in the falls in contrasting darker color. 
‘Emma Cook’ was white with a blue edge, as we have today in 
the Dykes Medalist *Queen's Circle’ (Kerr, 2000). This pattern 
was highly popular when ‘Emma Cook’ was first released, 
experienced a lull in interest, and has now come back with a 
flourish with all kinds of color patterns and halos. I bet even 
a visionary such as Mr. Cook would be shocked and amazed 

at the advancement that has been made in this pattern. 

4. “Сир Race’ (Stedman Buttrick, 1963; AM 1969): ‘Cup 
Race’ was, frankly, a case of East Coast hybridizing versus 
West Coast. Some may take exception with that statement, 
but let me expand. ‘Cup Race’ was a superb pure white 
with large flowers on tall, rugged stalks with exceptional 
branching. Although a fine competitor on the show 
bench, its shining moments were in the garden—the 
ultimate in a great garden iris. Mr. Buttrick was a well- 

respected hybridizer from Massachusetts. Unfortunately, 

he released “Сир Race’ the same year a wildly popular 
white, ‘Winter Olympics’ (1963), was introduced by the 
well-established West Coast hybridizer Opal Brown. 

Distribution is the key to an iris having the stage set for 

doing well in the awards system, and “Winter Olympics’ 

had far greater distribution than ‘Cup Race’, going on 
to win the Dykes. Although ‘Cup Race’ had been a 
runner-up in the Dykes voting, it never cleared the 


ultimate hurdle.

Modern Tall Beardeds 
1. ‘Lemon Mist’ (Nathan Rudolph, 1972; AM 1975): 


Nate Rudolph was one of the famous aforementioned 
Chicagoland hybridizers who were at the cutting edge 
in the development of irises. Although he was best 
known for his pinks (including the Dykes Medalist 
‘Pink Taffeta’ (1968), he released wonderful orchid- 
lilacs and cream-yellows. ‘Lemon Mist’ is a child of 
‘Cream Taffeta’ (1970), an elegantly ruffled cream 
that, although beautiful, had a tendency to bloom 
out. With ‘Lemon Mist’, plant habit deficiencies 
were corrected in a soft creamy lemon with

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moderate ruffling. All in all, along with ‘Pink Taffeta’, 
it was probably the best overall garden iris of the 
Rudolph releases. 
2. ‘Country Manor’ (Eleanor Kegerise, 1973; 
AM 1976): The Kegerise story is fascinating. Two 
sisters (Evelyn and Eleanor) married two brothers in 
Pennsylvania. Both ladies hybridized irises, lived just 
a few miles from each other, and had a keen eye for 
excellence in their irises. ‘Country Manor’ is a truly 
elegant pure cream from ‘Cup Race’ crossed with 
two Dykes winners (‘Swan Ballet’? (Muhlestein, 
1955) and ‘Rippling Waters’ (Fay, 1961). With such 
a royal lineage, you should expect greatness. And 
so it did. “Country Manor’ won the President's 
Cup and went on to win an Award of Merit, but 
deserved the ultimate prize. 
3. ‘Going My Way’ (James Gibson, 1972; AM 
1975): Jim Gibson from central California was 
considered the king of plicatas and was a mentor 
to some of the hybridizers who continue to 
do cutting edge work in the field today, such 
as Keith Keppel. He was fortunate to have 
Cooley’s Gardens introduce for him, and the 
resulting distribution his creations received 
certainly aided their success in the awards 
system. ‘Going My Way’ is a bold violet on 
white plicata, with distinct, well-defined 
plicata banding on both the standards and 
falls. From the Dykes Medalist ‘Stepping Out’ 
(Schreiners, 1964), it is a larger flower with the 
same knockout show branching as its parent. 
You will still find “Going My Way’ on the 
show bench frequently in today’s shows, and 
it remains highly competitive. Personally, I 
think its inability to go “all the way” was 
backlash from the reaction to another 
Gibson plicata, ‘Kilt Lilt’ (1970), which had 
been introduced a couple of years earlier 
and went on (somehow) to win the Dykes. 
The brown plicata had lace, and this was 
certainly new to plicatas. Unfortunately, it 
had some of the worst plant habits in all of 
irisdom and to me was the most unworthy 
Dykes Medalist ever (sorry!). It wouldn’t 
grow at all in a majority of the country, 
and if it did, when it bloomed, would 
do so on insipid, underdeveloped stalks, 
usually with only three or four buds! 
‘Going My Way’ was worlds apart and 
possessed every positive characteristic 
desirable in a tall bearded iris. 


4. ‘Joyce Terry’ (Tell Muhlestein, 1974, AM 1978): 
Introduced by a Utah hybridizer who had already 
won a couple of Dykes Medals, this was Тез finest 
achievement, both in the garden and on the show bench. 
A vision of health, this bright yellow with white falls 
thickly banded in yellow remains popular today, 40 years 
after introduction. It is one of my all-time favorites, as it 
was with my mother, Miss Kitty. 

5. ‘Holy Night’ (Ken Mohr, 1983; AM 1991): This was 
a sleeper for me, in that I didn’t discover it until it was 
well on its way to winning its AM. There have been three 
iris hybridizers from this Kentucky family: the father, 
Dr. H.C. Mohr, who introduced the wonderful Dykes 
Medalist *Bride's Halo’ (1973), yet to be matched or 
improved on in 40 years of hybridizing; brother David 
(whom I “grew up with” in the iris society) hybridized 
such excellent irises as ‘Kentucky Derby’ (1976) and 
Ken. Well named, this large-flowered deepest violet is a 
simply stated flower (too reverent to have all those frilly 
ruffles, perhaps), with strong, thick stalks and glorious 
blue-green foliage. To top it off, it is a reliable rebloomer 
in many parts of the country. 

6. ‘Touche’ (Melba Hamblen, 1969; AM 1972): Isn’t it 
odd how fate takes its twists? Melba Hamblen is surely 
considered one of the finest hybridizers of all times, with 
a host of award winners in both the tall bearded and 
median classes. Yet this Utah hybridizer never achieved 
the ultimate prize. Some came close. ‘Orange Parade’ 
(1961) was a perennial runner-up to the Dykes in the 
early 1960s. ‘Royal Gold’ (1966) received heavy pre- 
introductory ballyhoo and did go on to win an AM also. 
For me, I feel “Touche’ was her finest contribution to tall 
bearded irises, a colorful combination of soft apricot- 
pink standards and lilac-lavender falls, capped with a 
complementary shrimp pink beard. 

7. ‘Rhonda Fleming’ (Ron Mullin, 1993; Wister 1999): 
Oklahoma-born and bred (the iris and the hybridizer). 
Ron Mullin is a retired school teacher, past AIS President, 
Editor, and an Emeritus Judge. He had been hybridizing 
for several years, but was so self-critical of his work that 
it took an iris of the caliber of ‘Rhonda Fleming’ to finally 
convince him to start sharing his creative seedlings with 
the rest of the iris world. Totally different from other 
plicatas, it is a soft spoken lilac on white plicata with 
impeccable form, broad petals, and gentle ruffling. It 
boasts fantastic show branching and has won several Best 
in Show awards over the years. Ron has since gone on to 
introduce many other fine irises, yet ‘Rhonda Fleming’, 
his first introduction, remains his finest achievement! 


Non-Tall Beardeds 

1. ‘Cotton Blossom’ (SDB; Bennett Jones, 1970; Cook- 
Douglas 1975): Bennett Jones was one of the pioneers in 
median iris breeding. The Median Iris Society honored 
him by establishing a median hybridizing award in his 
name. Bennett was clear when he introduced this variety 
that it was not white, but rather cream, the color of a 
cotton blossom. If you were to switch tags and identify it 
as a brand new introduction, it would still be competitive 
with the best of the best that the class offers, even 
today. The wide, sophisticated form set the standard for 
standard dwarf bearded breeding. 

2. 'Rare Edition' (IB; Joe Gatty, 1980; Sass 1986): This 
bright violet on white plicata packed a punch. I can 
remember when Paul Black still lived in Oklahoma City 
that he had a huge clump of ‘Rare Edition’ in the front 
flower bed by the street that literally stopped traffic! 
It possesses outstanding vigor with rounded form and 
branching and buds galore. When I think of the ultimate 
garden IB, I think of ‘Rare Edition’ and its qualities I 
hope to see in modern IBs. 

з. ‘Red Zinger’ (IB; Paul Black, 1985; AM 1989): 
The story behind ‘Red Zinger’ is a frustrating one and 
is an example of a hybridizer having “too much of a 
good thing.” “Red Zinger’ was released early in Paul's 
hybridizing career, and came on the heels of his first 
really famous release, a yellow IB named ‘Harlow Gold’ 
(1982). They wound up head to head on the ballot, 
knocked each other out of winning the Sass Medal, and 
of course, consequently, could not go on to compete 
for the Dykes. Both IBs were worthy of the Sass. I’m 
especially fond of ‘Red Zinger’ because it has one of my 
own introductions, the TB ‘Pride of Oklahoma’ (Dyer, 
1980), as one of its parents. It inherited the beautiful 
blue-green foliage of its parent, but fortunately not the 
slow growth habits. The color saturation is intense, very 
weather-resistant, and has branching and buds that can 
hold its own with the best of the TBs. The icing on the 
cake—it’s a fertile IB. 

4. ‘Pink Bubbles’ (BB; Ben Hager, 1980; Knowlton 
1986): Of all the irises Гуе grown over the past 50 years, 
‘Pink Bubbles’ is surely my favorite. It was also Miss 
Kitty’s all-time favorite. This heavily laced medium pink 
is well named with intense ruffling and lace. In spite of all 
the frills, it consistently opens unscathed. It is from Ben’s 
tall bearded Dykes Medalist ‘Vanity’ (1975) and has the 
same exceptional plant habits as its sister, the famous 
Dykes Medalist ‘Beverly Sills’ (1979). It’s too bad both 
sibs didn’t win. 
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5. ‘Bumblebee Deelite’ (MTB; Jack Norrick, 1986; 
Williamson-White 1993): If you attend AIS conventions, 
you know there’s that one clump or two each year that 
just jumps out at you and says “come look at me!” If the 
iris doesn’t do the talking, there’s usually some overly- 
enthusiastic irisarian embarrassing himself (that would 
be me) running up and down the row blurting out “cup 
clump, cup clump!” Such was the case at the national 
convention in Oklahoma City in 1988 with this perky 
little red and gold diploid MTB, with a huge clump in full 
bloom. For me, it was the most memorable clump in all 
the conventions I’ve attended. It caught some of the “tall 
bearded purists” off guard and won the Cook Cup by a 
landslide. All this attention catapulted it into the awards 
system. It buzzed through and won the Williamson-White 
by more than a hefty margin. It proceeded to be a serious 
runner-up to the Dykes all three years of its eligibility. I 
believe had it been in competition today with our better- 
educated AIS judges, that it would be a winner. 

6. ‘White Swirl’ (SIB; Fred Cassebeer, 1957; Morgan 
1962): What ‘Snow Flurry’ did for tall beardeds, the 
same can be said for ‘White Swirl’ with its impact of the 
development of modern Siberian irises. Broad form, fine 
substance, and exceptional plant habits made it an iris far 
ahead of its time. 

7. ‘Archie Owen’ (SPU; Ben Hager, 1970; Nies 1973): I 
make no bones about it—I consider Ben Hager to have been 
the most important and innovative iris hybridizer of the 20% 
century. He worked in all classes, unlike any other before 
or since. If it could bloom in Stockton, California, he surely 
pollinated it. To research some of his pedigrees (especially 
in the medians) is simply mind-boggling. Certainly he 
won his share of Dykes Medals and the top awards in all 
the other classes, and to pick one class to say was his best 
effort would be folly. The AIS honors his legacy each year 
in awarding the Hager Cup, given to the favorite median 
at each spring’s national convention. But his work with 
spurias was groundbreaking, the leader of a group of mostly 
California hybridizers who were all doing exceptional work 
in the class. This bold, pure sunshine yellow had thick 
substance, with leathery texture approaching waxy. The 
form was revolutionary at the time, and opened up the topic 
for discussion at many judges’ training sessions, I’m sure. 1 
voted for ‘Archie Owen’ in my fourth year of judgeship. I 
had voted for a median (‘Cotton Blossom’) the year before, 
but this was my first Dykes vote for a beardless. 


I conclude this article with two very important Louisiana 
irises, each very special in its own way. I have long been fond 
of Louisianas, and previously served as a two-term President 
of the Society for Louisiana Irises (SLI). 
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8. ‘Acadian Miss’ (LA; Charles Arny, 1980; Debaillon 
1990): During my tenure as SLI President, the society 
held all of its annual spring conventions in the birthplace 
of the society, Lafayette, Louisiana (they now rotate 
convention sites, as AIS does). So, with each season, I 
would get to go by Charlie Arny's place and see the 
latest. This college professor had a relatively small 
backyard in which he hybridized, yet he hybridized 
some of the most important Louisiana releases ever. 
Were they in the awards system today, they would still 
be competitive. In spite of relatively limited distribution, 
he did win, justifiably, his share of Debaillon Awards/ 
Medals. ‘Acadian Miss’ is a rather simple, unassuming 
pure white, smaller flowered and shorter (coming from 
the cobalt blue Debaillon winner he had introduced 
earlier, ‘Clyde Redmond’ (1971). It didn’t necessarily 
inherit the filigree of its other parent, the Debaillon 
winner ‘Clara Goula’ (1978) an elaborately ruffled 
white that I call the “Snow Flurry of Louisianas.” Yet 
it is probably the most widely grown Louisiana ever, 
both in private gardens and public plantings. It is a 
marvelous landscaping iris and a great ambassador in 
the education of the public as to what Louisianas can do 
for a garden. 

9. ‘Ann Chowning’ (LA, Frank Chowning, 1976; 
Debaillon 1986): While Lafayette was establishing 
itself as the hub of activity for Louisianas, from 
field collecting to hybridizing to exhibitions, Frank 
Chowning was several hundred miles north (Little 
Rock, Arkansas), doing his own thing. He did have 
involvement with SLI, but his hybridizing program 
featured varieties more acclimated to a truly four season 
garden. His yellow 7. fulva ‘Dixie Deb’ (1951) was his 
first to achieve acclaim. Frank was fortunate to have 
Melrose Gardens (Ben Hager/Sid DuBose) introduce 
for him, guaranteeing him outstanding publicity and 
distribution. And he did win his share of Debaillon 
Medals also, although his hybridizing program wasn’t 
quite as extensive as Charlie Arny’s. “Ann Chowning’ 
is a full, colorfast currant red, complemented with a 
prominent v-shaped bright yellow signal on the falls— 
stunning! It had branching and buds galore—I won 
Queen of Show in Oklahoma City one year with a stalk 
with five open (and yes, there were backup buds too). 
As you read earlier, I voted for it for the Dykes all three 
years it was eligible. Nearly 40 years since introduction, 
it is still the hallmark of Louisianas.

Tall Bearded 
Pod Set Failure: 


An Experiment and Its Results

Over the past fifty years, many hybridizers have observed that both 
early and late season attempts to pollinate tall bearded iris flowers 
results in a very low pod set success rate. Early bloom season is often 
characterized by very cool temperatures, while the late bloom season is 
often characterized by very high temperatures. The stigmatic lip of late 
season flowers often appears dull and dry when compared to the more 
moist, glistening stigmatic lips of flowers earlier in the bloom season. I have 
often questioned whether it was the temperature or the condition of the 
stigmatic lip that contributed to pollination failure. 

Because the 2013 bloom season here in Southern Illinois was both 
abnormally cool and late (about two weeks later than normal), this helped 
me to eliminate temperature as a factor in late season pod set failure, making 
it possible to test my hypothesis about early season wet, versus late season 
dry stigmatic lips as a possible cause of late season pod set failure. 


Materials and Methods 

On May 22, pollen from tall bearded, Louisiana, and spuria irises was 
placed on microscopic slides. Distilled water was then added to the pollen on 
the slides, and the pollen was observed for one hour at 100x magnification. 
Pictures were taken at ten minute intervals to document any changes that might 
occur. After one hour there were no changes in the pollen grains from Louisiana 
and spuria irises. Tall bearded pollen grains, however, underwent significant 
morphological changes. After ten minutes the tall bearded pollen grain germ 
cells (the portion of the pollen grain that contains the living chromosomes) 
had begun to slightly increase in size and separate or move away from the 
nonliving “receptacle shell." The germ cells were surrounded by an expanding 
and enlarging pollen tube membrane. Apparently water or moisture has a major 
affect on tall bearded pollen. Eventually the germ cells completely separated 
from the receptacle shell, leaving the shell behind, enlarging to the point where 
they burst, and thus “killing” the germ cell. The nonliving pollen grain shells 
of most plants are made up of extremely durable molecules which can survive 
intact as artifacts in the soil or other locations for thousands of years. When

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viewed in retrospect, the affect of water on tall bearded pollen should have been 
expected, because tall bearded irises evolved in largely semi-arid regions, whereas 
Louisiana and spuria irises evolved in much wetter, humid habitats. It makes sense 
to infer that pollinating tall bearded irises just before a rain would not be wise, as 
the rain would probably destroy the pollen on the stigmatic lip, resulting in pod 
set failure. While I have done no testing on the interval required for safe pollination 
before a rain, I would suggest, based on my test results, that about thirty minutes 
before a rain would probably be a safe interval. 

To test the dry versus moist stigmatic lip hypothesis, I crossed Poole seedling 
S-1-1 with Keith Keppel’s ‘Blowing Kisses’ (Keppel, 2007), utilizing S-1-1 as the 
pod parent. S-1-1 is an inbred, late season bloomer. S-1-1 flowers usually have 
a dry-looking stigmatic lip with a very low late season pod set. Bloom stalks of 
S-1-1 with 24-hour fresh open flowers were selected on May 23 for the test cross. 
All selected stalks were stripped of leaves and disbudded, except for the flowers 
to be crossed. The falls were also removed from the flowers to be pollinated. The 
bloom stalks were divided into two groups. Group one bloom stalks (control) 
were pollinated in the traditional manner. Eighteen flowers were pollinated in 
group one. The group one stalks were tagged with green ribbons. Group two 
bloom stalks (trial) had the stigmatic lip lightly moistened with water, using a fine 
paint brush, before pollination. No attempt was made to quantify the amount of 
water applied other than the amount carried by the hairs of the brush. Seventeen 
flowers were pollinated in group two. Group two bloom stalks were tagged with 
red ribbons. The midday temperature when the flowers were pollinated was in 
the mid 60s with a relative humidity of 50%. A midday temperature in the mid 
60s is rare for late May here in Southern Illinois. Normal late season temperatures 
are usually in the upper 80s to mid 90s. 


Results 

In group one (control), 17 of the 18 pollinated flowers set pods, a success 
rate of 94%. In group two, pollinated after the addition of a small amount of 
water to the stigmatic lip, 14 of the 17 pollinated flowers set pods, a success rate 
of 82%. A total of 31 pods set successfully out of the 35 flowers pollinated, for 
a total pod set success rate of 89%, a pod set rate much greater than would be 
expected if the temperatures had been higher. The pods were harvested 76 days 
later, resulting in a total of 1102 seeds. 


Conclusion 

Given little difference between pod set of the untreated versus treated 
stigmatic lips and milder temperatures during the experiment, low temperatures 
of normal early bloom season and the high temperatures of normal late bloom 
season probably contribute more to tall bearded pod set failure than the 
condition of the stigmatic lip. Apparently the tall bearded pollen grains have 
an optimal temperature range that they prefer for germination and growth on 
the stigmatic lip. Further tests are needed to confirm this new hypothesis.

Gardens-style humor) flower colors and rounder form. 

When I arrived, I found Brad hybridizing. He says 
he has found the best time for making crosses is between 
the hours of 7:00 and 9:00 p.m., when the flowers are 
more fertile. Watching the painstaking procedure 
of pollinating, tagging, and recording the data was 
fascinating. It will be at least two years before Brad sees 
the fruits of his labors. He says his current hybridizing 
goals include a line of non-yellow selfs in addition to 
transferring some of Charles Jenkins’ and Barry Blyth’s 
color breaks to better growing plants.
